Homeless by Fire 
In Carbon Canyon 


(Editor’s note: The following is an on-the-scene report of 
Wednesday night’s fire which threatened to destroy 11 homes in 
Carbon Canyon Hot Springs and spread to Sleepy Hollow. It was

Three cabins and a portion 
of a fourth cabin in the Carbon 


Canyon Hot springs south of 
Chino were completely demo- 
lished by flames which threat- 
ened the entire community of 
11 cabins early yesterday. 

Two families were made 
homeless by the fire which was 
believed to have originated in 
the attic of the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. P. B. Roe. Mrs. Roe was 
sleeping in the cabin with her 
two children, ages 11 and 3 when 
the fire started. 

The second cabin destroyed be- 
longed to Mr. and Mrs. A. W. 
Autry. Mrs. Autry also was 
sleeping at the time of the fire, 
about 11:30 p.m. Wednesday night 
with her two children, ages 9 
and 11. 

HOT FIRE 

R. C. Holsinger was the owner 
of the third and fourth houses 
involved in the fire but both of 
these were vacant. 

Fire Chief Art Wagner, of the 
Chino Rural fire department, who 
was in charge of putting down 
the flames said, “I wouldn’t have

Volunteer firemen from _ the 
Carbon Canyon Springs-Sleepy 
Hollow truck squad battled the 
flames when the fire was first 
reported and had the blaze well 
under control when their small 
water supply ran dry and the 
flames got out of control again. 
CONFLICTING REPORTS 

This brought forth reports of 
the fire being under control at 
1 a.m. yesterday and then later 
reports that the flames were out 
of control. The fire was com- 
pletely put down by 2:20 a.m. 

Chief Wagner termed the fire 
a masterpiece of cooperation of 
the various fire departments in 
the area. Units of the Pomona 
city fire department, Chino rural 
fire department, California In- 
stitution for Men fire brigade, 
Orange county State Forestry and 
San Bernardino county fire de- 
partments all rolled after the 
first alarm was given at 11:59 
p.m. Trucks from Yorba Linda 
and Brea stood by. 

Mrs. Roe told the Daily News- 
Herald that she smelled smoke 
about 11:30 p.m., got up to turn 
on the lights, but nothing hap- 
pened when she flipped the switch. 
She then went outside and saw 
black smoke rolling up from the 
house. 

“IT quickly awakened the chil- 
dren, got them out of the house 
and then turned in the fire 
alarm,” she said.

AGANA, Guam (UP) — The 
Armed Forces on this Pacific 
defense bastion surveyed “exten- 
sive damage” yesterday in the 
wake of a roaring typhoon whose 
full brunt failed to hit-the 
island by a freak and fortunate 
shift of its course. 

R. L. Sweeney, construction 
worker, 428 East D street, On- 
tario, is stationed 20 miles from 
Agana, where he is employed by 
the Brown Pacific Maxon Con- 
struction Company. 

Ninety-mile - per- hour winds 
lashed the fully-prepared instal- 
lations and drenched the island 
with a torrential downpour. But 
the 115-mile-per-hour winds 
whirling around the typhoon’s 
eye failed to reach the island.
